Judy reveals letter conten 


Editor’s Note: From the Utah County Jail, Cody 
Judy told The Daily Universe in a 75-minute 
telephone interview why he interrupted 
Sunday’s fireside.

Claiming to be a prophet, Cody Judy, 27, of 
Bakersfield, Calif., attempted to make his mes- 
sage clear to BYU fireside viewers: that he has 
been called to lead the LDS Church. 

“When I went up to that podium I had no 
weapons — the dynamite were my scriptures, 
they were explosives to me. Because of the work 
I’ve been called to do, I had no intentions of 
harming anyone, not even President Hunter,” 
Judy said. 

“President Hunter is an affectionate man. I 
love him to death,” Judy said. He wanted 
President Hunter to read a two-part, three-page 
statement that called for the release of top LDS 
Church leaders. 

“My message to President Hunter was that 
the twelve apostles and the First Presidency 
have been released and I have been sustained to 
lead the church,” he said. 

The statement also called for the confession of 
top church leaders. Judy claims church leaders 
stole the manuscript of a book he was working

“I wanted them to plead for forgiveness for 


having done that. They photocopied the book. 
They’ve known about me for ten months and 
haven’t done anything about it,” Judy said. 

Judy said the book, titled “Fire of a Trial,” con- 
tained two years of revelations he had received 
from heavenly messengers including Joseph 
Smith, Moses, Jesus Christ and various resur- 
rected angels. 

“I am the Elias, who is the root of Jesse. I am 
the one who they seek who will set the house in 
order because celestial laws are not being lived. 
I have been called and will be the next prophet. 
I'm the Elias, like John the Baptist was before 
Christ,” Judy said. 

Judy said he wanted to self-publish the book to 
avoid plagiarism and protect his copyright. 

He said because of these visions he will lead 
the church, calling himself the “iron pan,” in ref- 
erence to Ezekiel 4:3. 

“I am the prince of the tribe of Judah and all 
things will be revealed through me,” he said.

However, he said he does supporiC:hurch leadérs 
because they “speak the truth.” 

In addition to the three-page statement, Judy 
prepared a 12-page testimony that outlined his 
plans. He wanted to have President Hunter read 
the statement, then he wanted to address the 
audience. However, his plans were interrupted 
as thousands sang the hymn, “We Thank Thee 
O God For A Prophet.” 

“They were singing to me, so I put my arms 
around President Hunter and listened to the 
song, then they beat me,” Judy said. “That was 
symbolic of Job.” 

He said his extended message was first, to 
warn members of their expectations and perfor- 
mances, and second, of being ‘too conservative in 
interpretation of scripture. Lastly, he wanted to 
speak on the law of consecration and its bene- 
fits. 

“These are the three elements necessary to live 
a celestial life,” he said. 

Born in Idaho Falls, Idaho, Judy said he has 
been an active member of the LDS Church all of 
his life, and said he has never participated in 
any other religious organization. 

Judy said he and his mother moved around a 
lot when he was growing up. He attributes some 
of his anger to being “ripped out of school” and 
having to start over several times.

Still, 
they were also “really shocked” 
about the incident. 

“They couldn’t believe it,” she

Judy will probably be arraigned this morning 
in 4th Circuit Court. He is charged with threats 
against life or property (a third-degree felony) 
and disrupting a meeting, giving a false alarm 
and disrupting the operation of a school, all 
misdemeanors. 

Judy’s mother, Ali Judy, said she is “broken- 
hearted” by her son’s actions. She said Judy 
was fine until nine months ago, when he began 
seeing visions and being told he was the next 
prophet. She said she believes he was deceived 
by Satan. She said Cody wasn’t a member of 
any anti-Mormon groups. 

KBYU-TV videotaped the speech and the inci- 
dent, but the tape was confiscated by University 
Police and turned over to the county attorney’s 
office, which has not released it. The county 
attorney said the tape would not be released 
until after the trial to avoid prejudicing possible 
jurors. 

Other media around the state and nation 
picked up the story, using Nathan Seiter’s 
exclusive Universe photos to illustrate it. The 


story received play Monday on CNN, NBC’s 
“Today” show and other media nationwide. 
Papers and television stations around the state 
scrambled to get the news and follow-up on the 
air and into Monday’s paper. 

BYU President Rex K. Lee said the university 
wouldn’t let the incident deter future firesides,.

Clinton amends plan for jobs, benefits 


WASHINGTON — The White House abandoned consideration of a 
one-year freeze on Social Security benefits Monday after an outcry from 
senior citizens and congressional Democrats. It seems more likely now 
that taxes will be raised on Social Security benefits to the well-off. 

But as Clinton continued to struggle with elements of his deficit-reduc- 
tion package, he declared a short-term stimulus package nearly com- 
plete. He also moved to extend a related program that provides extra 
benefits for unemployed workers. 

Clinton announced he will send Congress legislation to prolong a pro- 
gram allowing the jobless to draw up to 26 weeks of unemployment ben- 
efits beyond the 26 weeks in the basic law. 

“There are now 3 million jobs less in this economy than there would be 
if we were in a normal recovery,” Clinton said. 

Clinton said he’s made most of the major decisions on the economic- 
stimulus package he will unveil in a speech to Congress on Feb. 17. 
“We're going to go back over it one more time to refine it,” he said. 

Retired couples with incomes above $32,000 — and individuals with 
incomes above $25,000 — now must pay income taxes on 50 percent of 
their Social Security benefits. 


Most Russians can’t pay burial costs 


MOSCOW — The high cost of dying has created a new kind of Russian 
“refusenik.” In. the-macabre slang of morgue workers, the word now 
refers to bodies that are identified but not claimed by relatives. 

The reason is simple: a growing number of Russians cannot afford to 
give loved ones a decent burial. They write “lack of money” on a form 
and allow the state to cremate the bodies and dump the ashes in 
unmarked graves. Even for those who can pay, burial has become the 
final indignity in Russia. The dead may not know the difference, but the 
bereaved are often humiliated, hit up for bribes and forced into debt. 

Although the government does not keep statistics on the new 
“refuseniks,” morgues say the numbers are rising fast. Moscow’s 
Hospital No. 36 used to have a handful each year. Now it averages 15 to 
20 a month. 


132 die in Iranian airliner-jet crash 


TEHRAN, Iran — An Iranian airliner with 132 people on board collid- 
ed with an air force jet after takeoff Monday from Tehran’s main airport 
and exploded in a fireball as it plummeted into a military compound. 
There were no survivors. 

The leased, Russian-piloted Tupolev airliner was bound for the north- 
eastern Shiite Muslim holy city of Mashhad, and most of its 119 Iranian 
passengers were pilgrims. The crew of 13 included a Russian pilot and 
four other Russians. No other foreigners were on board, aviation authori- 
ties said. 

IRNA reporter Sattar Oudi said the jetliner was about 1,300 feet high 
when the collision occurred at 10:15 a.m. 

The guards refused to allow non-military personnel into the fenced 
compound and said the wreckage of Flight’ 962 and the bodies were 
strewn over a 600-square-yard open area inside their compound. 


GM sues NBC for rigging explosions 


General Motors Corp. sued NBC on Monday, alleging that the 
“Dateline NBC” program rigged two car-truck crashes to show that 1973- 
87 GM pickups were prone to fires in side impact crashes. 

“The 11 million households that viewed the program were never told 
that NBC used incendiary devices to try and ensure that a fire would 
erupt, seemingly due to the collision,” GM Executive Vice President 
Harry Pearce said. 

NBC acknowledged on its “Nightly News” program Monday that it used 
the incendiary devices in the test crash. The network didn’t disclose that 
fact when it aired the show Nov. 17 because another factor — a spark 
from a broken headlight — caused the fire, NBC News President 
Michael G. Gartner said. 

The offensive by the world’s largest automaker came four days after a 
jury in Atlanta found GM negligent over the “sidesaddle” fuel tank 
design of its older pickup truck models. The jury awarded $105.2 million 
to the family of a teen-ager killed when the 1985 GMC truck he was dri- 
ving was smashed in the side and exploded in 1989. GM is appealing the 
verdict.

The Marriott Center bomb threat 
had the news media scrambling for 
information Sunday and Monday, 
as they tried to learn more about 
the 10-minute ordeal. 

Local, state and nationwide cover- 
age of the incident has put BYU, 
and the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, in the national 
spotlight. Both the Cable News 
Network (CNN) and National 
Broadcasting Corporation’s (NBC) 
“Today” program aired segments 
about the threat. 

Nathan Seiter, assistant photo 
editor for the Daily Universe, was 
the only photographer in the 
Marriott Center at the time of the 
incident. Seiter’s exclusive pho- 
tographs appeared on Utah televi- 
sion stations and in newspapers 


nationwide. 

“We went to 
black because of 
the policy of our 
client, the 
Cine ue racer 
Educational 
System,” said 
Craig Camp, a 
producer for 
KBYU-TV, about 
the temporary 
blackout during 
the fireside 
broadcast 
Sunday.

Pres. Hunter’s bodyguard details 
10-minute Marriott Center Ordeal

“TI won’t leave your side,” one of 
the two guards told President 
Howard W. Hunter during the ter- 
rorist interruption at Sunday 
night’s BYU fireside. 

A close family friend and personal 
escort of Pres. Hunter at previous 
BYU visits, Corey was one of the 
two men who refused to follow 
Cody Judy’s order to evacuate the 
podium area. 

Corey and Neil, President 
Hunter’s current personal body- 
guards, were the only individuals 
to communicate and negotiate with 
Judy. “We didn’t miss a word that 
Cody said,” Corey said. 

In an attempt to comfort 
President Hunter, two students, 
one of which was President 
Hunter’s niece, approached from 
the audience. “This was not a wise 
move. I told them to go away. I told 
them to leave twice,” Corey said. 

Neil and Corey continued to 
speak back and forth with each 
other during the 10-minute ordeal. 
“We were trying to measure the 


individual’s level of anger,” Corey 
said. 

Although Judy spoke very vulgar- 
ly to the guards and repeatedly told 
them to step away, Judy’s anger 
was never directed towards Pres. 
Hunter, Corey said. 

To appease Judy the guards took 
one step back. “Judy then set the 
(alleged) bomb down and pulled out 
the paper,” Corey said. 

Corey said he was relieved Judy 
was holding both the detonator and 
paper. “I didn’t think he was armed 
because both hands were occupied,” 
Corey said. 

Then, assessing Judy’s confusion, 
Corey could tell that Judy did not 
know what to do next. 

“To relieve tension, I said to Judy, 
‘What would you like us to do with 
these. Should we have Pres. 
Hunter read them?,’” Corey said. 

“I wanted to calm him and divert 
his attention toward the paper, and 
not the detonator,” Corey said 

For the first time, Judy spoke to 
Pres. Hunter, ordering him to read 
the papers. 

During this time, Corey tapped 
the microphone signaling audio 
technicians to turn off the micro- 
phone in case President Hunter 
was forced to read. 

As soon as the papers were placed 
on the pulpit, an older gentleman 
walked onto the stage from the 


audience. 

“I said to Neil, the detonator is 
not real. His hand has moved all 
over the detonator. He didn’t know 
where the button was. Because he 
kept switching hands, I knew it 
would’ve taken him a second or two 
to find the button to ignite it,” 
Corey said. 

Corey, who has had minimal 
explosive training, said, “I could 
tell it was some kind of cellular 
phone. My guess was that it was 
not real, but I was not confident. 
The phone could have been 
changed to a detonator.” 

“T said to Neil, ‘Ill grab the deto- 
nator.’ And as soon as I said that, a 
student from the floor approached 
with Mace.” 

When the Mace was sprayed, 
Corey knowing Mace takes four to 
five seconds to react, realized he 
must quickly wrestle the detonator 
away from Judy or he would have 
time to detonate the device. 

At that point Corey grabbed 
Judy’s extended left hand that was 
holding the detonator and grabbed 
Judy’s neck. Corey’s intent was to 
push Judy off the stage. Traveling 
15 feet, Judy landed chest first, 
knocking the air out of him, as a 
result, making him unable to wres- 
tle the authorities. Neil pushed 
Pres. Hunter to the floor for protec- 
tion. 


Utah Senate approves abortion bill

The abortion bill faced its last Utah Senate battle as 
it passed the third reading and was sent to the House 


to struggle to stay alive. 


The bill passed Monday morning with a 26 to 2 vote. 
The original bill (Senate bill 60) required 
women who decided to have an abortion to 
wait 24 hours and obtain a counseling session 
with a doctor. The revised bill still requires a 
24 hour waiting period, but now women can 
obtain counseling from a variety of specialists 
including registered nurses, medical technolo- 
gists, psychologists, marriage and family ther- 


apists or a certified social 
worker. 

The doctor performing the 
abortion, or a nurse, is 
required to inform the 
woman about the procedure, 
the risks and the alterna- 
tives to abortion. 


The woman is told that she may qualify for financial 
assistance if she decides to carry the baby to full term. 
The Utah Department of Health provides that infor- 


mation. 
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The father of the child is responsible for providing 
support if the woman carries the child. If the woman 


omitted.

An American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
spokesperson said the group will wait to see if the bill 
is passed before they decide to take action. Kathryn 

Kendall, staff attorney for the ACLU, said 
the organization is happy with some of the 
changes. 

“We’re happy that the bill does not 
include parental consent (for minors),” 
Kendall said. 

The bill now faces the House and 


committees before appear- 
ing on the House floor. If 
the bill makes it out of the 
House then it has to be 
signed by Gov. Leavitt 
before it would be enacted 
as a law.

These 
assemblies enable students to act 
out self-defense dramas and skits. 

There will be a special presenta- 
tion on April 12 celebrating the 30 
years of karate at BYU, York said.

“This is the only class that teach- 
es students what to do when a 
client walks through the door,” said 
Lisa Hawkins, adjunct assistant 
professor of law. 

“It’s a wonderful hands-on experi- 
ence that gives students the unique 
opportunity to serve the communi- 
ty, gain experience and rub shoul- 
ders with professionals,” said 
Backman.

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Fireside reflections 


Sunday’s incident at the Marriott Center made for a memorable evening for 
those in attendance, to say the least. More likely, it provided an opportunity for 
deep, rapid introspection and a powerful spiritual experience. 

Certainly anyone who was there can’t help but admire President Howard W. 
Hunter for his remarkable calm, composure and fearlessness in the face of a 
very real and mortal danger. President Hunter refused to acquiesce to the ter- 
rorist’s demands that involved reading a statement reportedly releasing all cur- 
rent general authorities as well as containing some vulgarities. Instead, he 
remained firm in his position at the podium without panic, lending an air of 
comfort to those in attendance. 

As mentioned in his introduction, President Hunter is truly a hero. The two 
men who remained on the stand with. President Hunter deserve great com- 
mendation as well. Their refusal to leave after repeated orders and threats 
helped confuse the attacker and led to him being subdued. 

When the assailant first approached the stand, there was confusion and disar- 
ray. Some people fled the building in fear while others stood in shock and disbe- 
lief. Some students cried; others wondered if the incident was even real or if it 
was a staged event intended to highlight President Hunter’s message. 

Shortly, however, the reality of the danger was evident and those who hadn’t 
left stood by in quiet fear and anxiety while the terrorist cleared the stage area. 

However, as the words to “We Thank Thee, O God, for a Prophet” rang forth 
from a small section of students, a greater calm and assurance set in. Certainly 
the Spirit lent strength to the audience, as would be attested to by those who 
attended. In fact, as the chorus swelled stronger and louder, a feeling of humble 
defiance became evident, which helped, in part, to defuse the situation. 

In any case, the event will be remembered by all for a long, long time, whether 
for the fear, excitement, drama, powerful spirit or the whole conglomerate of 
emotional elements. 

And we will remember the quiet faith demonstrated by Elder Hunter and his 
listeners as graphic evidence of the apostle’s message. 


A little out of control 


Perhaps nothing added more to the anxiety of Sunday night’s Marriott Center 
standoff than the abrupt behavior of a few would-be heroes from the crowd who 
‘perpetrated a premature assault on the bomb-threatening assailant. 

' President Hunter’s bodyguard, plain-clothes University Police, Provo Police 
‘and a professional trained in terrorist response were working intelligently and 
‘cautiously to take up strategic positions around the stand and on the floor, try- 
‘ing to peacefully resolve the incident. They had no idea whether the bomb was 
‘a viable weapon or what action the assailant would take. 

; But, in the middle of it all, an older gentleman walked right up onto the stage 
‘and was assaulted. Another person from the front row apparently sprayed 
‘Mace into the terrorist’s face. And, even though President Hunter’s bodyguard 
chad secured the apostle and was moving him away from the attacker, some stu- 
dents still found it necessary to initiate an assault. At that point the security 
guards had no choice but to quickly apprehend the man and hope that the dis- 
order did not cause the potentially dangerous device to detonate. 

: The Universe applauds the courage of those who participated, and recognizes 
the strong emotion surrounding Sunday night’s events. But their actions might 
have endangered the approximately 17,000 people who were looking on. 

: Finally, there-is really no excuse for the 40 or 50 people who dog-piled the 
assailant and the officers, kicking and throwing punchés toward thé‘man’ arid 
interfering significantly with the officers in the process. As Sister Hunter said 
afterward, we should have been more concerned with the welfare of Cody 
Robert Judy, the assailant. Certainly he is having a tough time with life.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — Julius 
Erving, who took pro basketball to 
new heights, and Bill Walton, 
noted for his pinpoint passing, 
were among eight players elected 
today to the Basketball Hall of 
Fame. 

Joining them in the Hall at induc- 
tion ceremonies May 10 will be 
NBA stars Walt Bellamy, Dan 
Issel, Dick McGuire and Calvin 
Murphy, Soviet Olympic standout 
Ulyana Semyonova and UCLA and 
Olympic star Ann Meyers. 

Walton, who led UCLA to two 
NCAA titles and played on NBA 
championship teams in Portland 


and Boston, and Erving were nomi-. 
“nated in their first year of eligibili- 


ty. Both retired in 1987. 
In 1976, after five years in the 


ABA, Erving, one of three players 
in pro basketball history to score 
more than 30,000 career points, 
joined the Philadelphia 76ers. An 
11-time NBA All-Star, he was 
named the league’s most valuable 
player in 1981 and led the 76ers to 
the 1983:NBA championship. 

His athleticism, leaping ability 
and acrobatic slam dunks made 
Erving one of the game’s outstand- 
ing attractions. 

Walton first attracted national 
attention at UCLA, where his 
Bruins’ teams compiled an 86-4 
record. Perhaps his best college 
performance was in the 1973 
NCAA final against Memphis 
State, when he;made 21 of 22 field- 
goal ‘attempts. i Cratiad 7 

Nag#ing injuries slowed his 10- 
year professional career with the 
Trail Blazers, Clippers and Celtics. 


But in 1977, he helped the Trail 
Blazers win the NBA champi- 
onship and was named the league’s 
most valuable player in 1978. 

Bellamy, a 1961 graduate of 
Indiana and member of the 1960 
U.S. Olympic team, scored 20,941 
points and had 14,241 rebounds 
over a 14-year pro career with 
Chicago, New York, Detroit, 
Atlanta and New Orleans. 

Issel, now coach of the Denver 
Nuggets, averaged more than 22.3 
points per game during a 15-year 
pro career that included five years 
with the Kentucky Colonels of the 
ABA and 10 years with the 
Nuggets. :

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AFC finally beats 


NFC in 1st Pro Bowl 
to go into overtime

HONOLULU — The NFC domi- 
nated again. Only this time, the 
AFC won. Mustering just 114 yards 
of total offense to the NFC’s Pro 
Bowl-record 472 yards, the AFC 
made its own breaks Sunday for a 
23-20 overtime victory. 

The AFC, which has lost nine 
straight Super Bowls and had won 
just one of the last four Pro Bowls, 
blocked two field goal attempts and 
turned those into 10 points, got 
another 10 points with the help of 
interceptions and, finally, at 4:09 of 
overtime, converted a fumble by 
San Francisco’s Steve Young into 
Nick Lowery’s 33-yard field goal for 
the game winner. 

As a sign of how the game went, 
Buffalo’s special teams star Steve 
Tasker was voted the MVP of the 
first Pro Bowl to go overtime. 

Tasker blocked a field goal 
attempt by New Orleans’ Morten 
Andersen in the fourth quarter and 
bobbled the ball down the field. 
AFC teammate Terry McDaniel of 
the Los Angeles Raiders finally 
scooped the ball up and ran 28 
yards for a touchdown that made it 
20-13 with eight minutes left . 

Young came up with some late 
heroics to send the game into over- 
time, driving the NFC down the 
field and throwing a 23-yard touch- 
down pass to Rodney Hampton of 
the New York Giants on fourth- 
and-12 with 10 seconds left in regu- 
lation. 

But Young, who threw three 
interceptions, then lost his costly 
fumble in overtime when Derrick 
Thomas of Kansas City tackled him 
from behind. Howie Long of the 
Raiders fell on the ball at the NFC 
28, setting up the third field goal of 
the game by the Chiefs’ Lowery. 

As a footnote to the game, Dallas’ 
Troy. Aikman, one of three NFC 
quarterbacks, mysteriously left 
Aloha Stadium early in the fourth 
quarter without even NFC coach 
George Seifert knowing why. 

Aikman played in the second 
quarter and the first series of the 
third, completing 10 of 15 for 120 
yards and a 9-yard scoring pass to 
Dallas teammate Michael Irvin. 

The AFC’s other scores came on a 
31-yard interception return by San 
Diego’s Junior Seau, a 42-yard field 
goal by Lowery after the Chargers’ 
Leslie O’Neal blocked an Andersen 
field goal try and Miami’s Bryan 
Cox returned the ball to the NFC 
35, and Lowery’s 29-yard field goal 
after the Bills’ Henry Jones inter- 
cepted an Aikman pass.

“I 
had weekly visits with the doctor for the last 
three months. I was heavily monitored,”

Michaelis says pregnancy is an individual 
matter, to be handled by each woman. “I don’t 
think we should get into legislating individual 
rights,” she said. She added that coaches have 
to be careful not to contradict the family or 
physician in these matters. 

For Amberly Gustin, a former member of the 
BYU basketball team, pregnancy and athletics 
didn’t mix. She quit playing basketball due to 
her pregnancy. Apparently, Gustin had the 
same idea as BYU women’s basketball coach 
Jeannie Wilson who said, “Basketball is one 
sport that you can’t play pregnant, at all.” 
However, Wilson also said that if the athlete 
wanted to play and she has medical clearance to 
do so, she sees nothing wrong with her playing. 

The NCAA differentiates between submaximal 
and maximal levels of fitness saying that cur- 
rent medical knowledge indicates that a woman 
exercising at submaximal levels during a preg- 
nancy has no higher risk of spontaneous abor- 
tion than one who chooses not to exercise at all. 

However, if the athlete is competing at maxi- 
mal levels the guideline states, “Sustained max-

imal exercise may be harmful to mother and 
fetus, possibly resulting in increases in deep- 
body temperature that exceed the teratogenic 
threshold, a higher incidence of fetal-growth 
retardation, and increased risk for premature 
birth.” 

So for Gustin and other basketball players 
who are forced to cover a large area quickly, the 
continuation of playing sports while pregnant 
may cause difficulties. In order for Gustin to 
make the adjustment, a change of game plan 
came in. There was no more diving, she said. 
She used her experience to help her determine 
where the ball was going to land. “Anticipation 
had to come in,” Hamilton said. The team also 
helped to cover her, realizing her limitations. 

Hamilton and the team successfully finished 
out the year losing only three games. Those 
three games happened to be the ones Hamilton 
couldn’t make because they were away games. 
Once she returned, within two short weeks, she 
took her baby along on the road trips. “We were 
the only volleyball team in the nation traveling 
with a pack of diapers.” 

Tennis coach Ann Valentine also had a player 
who continued to play up until three months of 
her delivery date. “We left it entirely up to her 
and her physician,” she said. “(Her doctor) said 
she should continue to play as long as there was 
no difficulty.” Valentine stressed how every 
women’s situation is different.

Students hoping to see the bomb 
scare of Sunday night’s fireside 
replayed on television are 
going to have to wait until 
after the trial of Cody 
Judy, the suspect charged 
in the case. 

Television stations 
received only a video clip 
that contained a voice of a 
man telling those in atten- 
dance to clear the area. 

What happened afterward 
is recorded on the original 
tape in police custody. 

A tape made by KBYU- 

TV recorded the entire 
incident but was confiscat- 

ed by University Police, 

said Brent Harker, associate direc- 
tor of YU Public 
Communications. It will not be 
released until after Judy’s trial. 

The tape was made by KBYU-TV 
as a satellite broadcast for the 
Church Educational System. The

broadcast displayed the words 
“technical difficulties” during the 
ten-minute ordeal. 

The video is the only one known 
to record the 
entire incident, 
Harker said. The 
police have the 
original and 
another dubbed 
copy, he said. 

Harker 
said no other 
copies of the inci- 
dent exist that 
would be consid- 
ered evidence. 

Watwan bi 
County Attorney 
Kay Bryson said 
the tape is being 
held as evidence. 

“T don’t want my evidence dis- 
played to potential jurors who may 
not have been in attendance,” he 
said. 

Bryson said the tape is unusual 

because the public is not usually 
interested in items in a criminal

As a youth, Judy served as 7th 
grade class president, which he 
says is very symbolic.
